“J think that I have almost set a 
record in that respect,” he stated.

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‘The Russian position, as regards 
the Orient, is about like this; the 
victories’ in’ China have aroused 
Communist hopes of sweeping on 
to engulf vast areas, populated by 
hundreds of milfons. : 

During the Paris conference Vis- 
husky gave a hint regarding these 
Communist hopes. He proposed 
that a Japafiese peace treaty be put 
beiore a four-power confernce — 
the four being the Soviet Union, 
China, Erjtain and the United 
States. 

The purpose of such a linc-up is 
fairly clear, The Russians would 
leok for an alignment between 
themselves and the Chinese Com- 
munists, on one hand, against 
Britain and the U.S.A. on the other 
— and the major aim of the Krem- 
lin would be to get a treaty which 
would end the American occupa- 
tion of Japan. 

Since the defeat of the Chinese 
Nationalists. the policy of the 
Western powers has been in 

doubt, and just what lines the new 
policy will take is by no means cer- 
tain. It is thom@ht, however, that 
the United States and other West- 
ern Powers with Far Eastern im 
terests are inclined to extend limit- 
ed recognition to Communist ChMa, 
such as the retention of consulates 
and so on. But full diplomatic rec- 
egnition would be certain to set off 
bitter controversy, especially in the 

inited States, where 21 Senators— 
includ.ng both Risablcens and 

Democrats — have demanded the 
President’s assurance that the 
Chinese Communist regime will not 
be recognized, and that support for 
the Chinese Nationalists will not be 
abandoned.

' GKEAT BRITAIN 


[he Conservatives have announc- 
ed that Winston Churchill is soon 
to make a speech outlining his 
Party's policy. (Possibly it may 
have been made before this sees 
print.) As a ‘result. of that an- 
nouncement, both the Socialists and 
the Conservatives wére feeling 
somewhat nervous. 

Although Mr. Churchill may be 
in close contact with his party lead- 
ers there is little doubt that He is 
further out of touch with the rank 
and file of his supporters at any 
titne since the last election. And 
there is a strong feeling that if he 
merely blasted the Socialists, he 
would slow down the quickening 
pace of the Conservative revival.

For Ailing Trees 


The mass of green leaves that 
cover trees all summer are one of 
the chief reasons for growing them, 
But leaves, like children, sometimes 
get “measles.” Leaves may blotch, 
turn yellow or brown and perhaps 
drop prematurely, Often this is duc 
to fungus diseases. Elm, horse 
chestnut, maple, oak and sycamore 
are subject to distinct leaf diseases 
or blotching. Last year, these dis- 
eases were noticeably prevalent be- 
cause of unusually wet 
Regardless of the kind of séason 
we are due.for this summer, the 
best approach to tree leaf diseases 
is prevention. ; 

The recommendation of Dr, R. P. 
Marshall of the Bartlett Tree Re- 
search Laboratories is spraying any 
broad-leaved trees subject to dis- 
ease with a copper or mercury 
fungicide. A’ second application in 
late. July is advisable because 
leaves are growing and new ones 
continue to appear. .

With the help of British and Amer- 
ican capital, Sweden's fabulous 
match industry controls the produc- 
tion of wooden and paper matches 
in almost every nation in the world.

In a previous issue we pub 
lished part lof an article by 
Professor Hans Petherson re-

In the first place, we shall get 
to know much more about the 
stratification and the composition*- 
chemical, physical and mechanical 
—of the deep-sea deposits, It is 
estimated that our longest cores, 
taken from the red clay in the At- 
lantic Ocean, had their very lowest 
layers deposited about 2,000,000 
years ago. But in similar cores 
—. ted clay in the Pacific the 
loWest parts may be much older 
than that. 


at the same time, most difficult of 
our problems concerns the dating 
of these cores: That is, to finding 
out the rate at which the sediment 
has been accumulating—in fact, to 
working out the chronology of the 
deep ocean bed. Two ways of at- 
tacking this problem seem to give 
fair prospects of success. 


lonium—The Parent of Radium 


In one of them we measure the 
content of radium present in layers 
at different distances from the top 
of the core. This has been found to 
show a regular decrease with age, 
due to the progressive disintegra- 
tion of the element ionium—the 
parent of radium, 


Earlier investigations in Sweden 
and elsewhere have proved that 
ionium is precipitated onto the bot- 
tom of the sea, together with iron. 
This precipitation is responsible for 
the high content of ionium-bred 
radium in the red clay without any 
corresponding content of uranium. 
It has also been found possible, by 
taking measurements of the radium 
content, to measure. the rate of 
growth of these remarkable concre- 
tions which we find on the deep-sea 
bottom, the so-called manganese 
nodules, Their rate of radial 
growth is about.one inch in 25,000 
years.

During the ice ages, when the 
Volar ice-caps extended down to 
much lower latitudes than they do 
now, the surface of the ocean was 
very much cooler, even at the 
Equator. So if we find no shells of 
the heal-loving Foraminifera in a 
certain layer in a deposit, it must 
mean that this layer was laid down 
in an ice age. The reappearance of 
the same shells in a lower stratum 
means a warm, inter-glacial age 
Through a biological analysis of the 
Foraminifera shells found.in differ- 
ent levels of a long core, we shall 
be able to link up the chronology 
ol the records of the deep with the 
record of. the rocks compiled by 
glaciological studies. 

There are other lines of approach 
to the probfem of chronology: For 
example, the study of the volcanic 
shards produced by ash-rains from 
great volcanic eruptions, They have 
fallen over the sea surface and grad- 
ually settled on the ocean bottom. 
By studying them, and by connect- 
ing volcanic-ash layers from the 
same outbreak, in different cores, 
we may be able to work out how 
a layer from a special eruption runs 
through the sediment. Where we 
have taken cores near islands with 
forests or other dense vegetation, 
we may find well-preserved polleo 
atains which will also afford elues 
to submarine chronology. 

One of the most fascinating prob- 
lems we have to deal with concerns 
the morphology and the tetonics of 
the ocean floor. During our cruise 
with the Albatross, we were im- 
pressed with the ruggedness of the 
deep ocean bottom as it appeared 
beforg us in the curve drawn by our 
ultrasonic depth-recorder, This fact 
is of great scientific interest, but, 
unfortunately, it was a serious ob- 
stacle both to out coring operations 
and to gur work with the deep sea 
trawl, and sometimes led to the loss 
ot valuable gear. Our echograms 
cover about 20,000 nautical miles of 
our course,.and once worked out, 
will tell us a great deal 

Another serious obstacle to our 
work with the core-sampler was the 
lava beds which we found frequent- 
ly in the Pacific and Indian Oceana. 
They suggest very widespread vol- 
cank acfivrty under the sea at great 
depth, which not only piled up 
enormous cones, crowned by the 
volcanic and the coal islands of 
these oceans, but also spread hori- 
wontal beds of lava over vast @x- 
panses of the ocean floor. 

In mo oase did we find reflecting 
layers in these two oceans deeper 
than 1,000 feet below the sediment

surface. This is only a small frac- 
tion of the maximum thickness 
found by the same method in the 
open Atlantic, in the Mediterranean 
and in the Caribbean Sea. 

Now, 1 should like to call*your 
attention to the work to be done in 
the future on the deep ocean bed. 
Its morphology, its deposits, and 
the fantastic fauna-which exist in its 
dep.bs, supporting an enormous 
water pressure ard ice-cold tem- 
perature, are fascinating studies, 
"Our experience from the cruis¢ 
with the Albatross proved that the 
novel technique we have applied 
can, in fact, be used to explore the 
record of the deep and all the prob- 
lems it represents. The coring tech- 
nique can probably be still further 
improved, and. the technique of 
deep-sea trawling has already made 
“ great stride forward. 

There are no immediate gains of 
an economic kind to be expected; 
no oil, no precious metals, no uran- 
imm are to be found on the deep 
ocean floor. But, on the other 
hand, the possible gain to many dif- 
ferent sciences is very rich indeed 
—to oceanography, geochemistry 
and, submarine-geology — a science 
still in its infancy. The past history 
of our mother, the Earth, and of her 
oceans, the great happenings which 
have shaken the earth in its founda- 
tion and haye reshaped the contin- 
ents and ocean basins will be re- 
vealed through the deep ocean floor. 

If is my sincere hope that in this 
great work of the future, not only 
the Scandinavian countries, but also 
Holland. Belgium, France; Great 
Britain and the United States of 
America, with their splendid past 
achievements in the study of the 
sea, shall take parts worthy of their 
great traditions.

But please don’t be 
like so\many, and waste half the 
goodness of the vegetables you cook 
pouring precious vitamins down the 
drain, or by overcooking. 

if you want to know if your 
vegetables are properly cooked, 
look at the color! Those that are 
nearly the sare color when you 
serve them as they were before 
cooking have kept the most food 
value. . 

But vegetables that have been 
boiled and boiled in too nfuch water, 
with the -lid off, not only look 
washed out, but are! The water has 
washed away minerals, vitamins, 
and color. 

Leaf vegetables, such as spinach, 
mustard greens, kale chard, new 
beet and turnip. tops,. should be 
cooked ONLY IN THE WATER 
WHICH CLINGS TO THEM 
AFTER WASHING. Other green 
and yellow vegetables should be 
cooked——well covered—in about half 
an inch of water, which should be 
salted and boiling briskly when‘ the. 
vegetables are put in. Cook on high 
heat until vegetables begin to steam, 
then finish cooking on low. 

Strong-flavored vegetables, usu- 
ally white or yellow in eolor, need 
more cooking water—about an inch 
im the pan (covered) for parsnips 
and turnips.

Perhaps you've heard that one 
sort of pan is better than another 
for cooking to save minerals and 
vitamins. The really important 
thing, however, is that if you're 
going to cook yegetables properly, 
that is quickly and in a minimum 
of water, your pan must conduct 
rg rapidly, and have a tight fitting 
lid. ‘ 

And, according. to the American 
Medical Association, you can fer- 
get any rumors that food cooked in 
a certain kind of pan is dangerous. 
That organization says that YOU 
DO NOT endanger your family's 
health by cooking in aluminum 
pans, or in those made of stainless 
steel with copper bottoms.

The Radio Industry in the United 
fates came in for terrific blasts 
from leaders among. American 
megrocs, speaking at a conference 
sponsored by the Committee for 
qhe Negro in Arts held recently in 
New York City. 

Canada Lee, well known Negro 
actor, charged that the “lynch men- 
tality” of American radio made 
“cannibals, dehumanized monsters, 
elowns, menials, thieves and liars” 
out ot the Negro people whom it 
had “jailed in a concentration camp 
of silence where we are surrounded 
by indifference and our real words 
reach nowhere.” 

Mr. Lee, who has repeatedly 
denied that he is a communist, 
joined with Paul Robeson, the sing- 
er, and several others in violent at- 
tacks on American radio owners for 
alleged efforts to distort and con- 
eeal Negro problems and what he 
termed their refusal to hire qualified 
Negro workers. He declared that an 
insidious pattern of discrimination 
and hatred toward members of his 
race was apparent throughout the 
eountry, Hé charged that failure to 
enact civil rights legislation, re- 
mewed terrorism by the Ku Klux 
Kian and other acts of violence 
toward Negroes were all part of a 
movement to maintain an “iron 
eurtain” between Negroes and white 
persons in the United States. 

Paul Robeson, famous baritone, 
secently returned from a trip 
through Europe, told the 300 as- 
gembled Negro workers in radio, 
welevision and the theatre that they 
were deprived of their rights, 
whereas inhabitants of the Soviet 
Union and the “peoples’ qemoc- 
saties” in Eastern Europe are: “in 
mo danger of losing any of their 


evil rights.” 
Speaker after speaker assailed 
sadio’s alleged suppression of artis- 


te talent among Negroes, what was 
galled “Jim Crowism” in most of 
the large unions in the industry, 
alo “censorship” that prohibits 
vedio script writers from dealing 
honestly with minority grievances.

JAPAN 
The violent attack of the Jap- 
anese Communist’ Party on the 
aims of the Allied occupation 


seems to have become the principal! 
problem of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's headquarters. This was 
emphasized by the supreme com- 
mander’s recent statement in which 
he denounced communism as “na- 
tional and international outlawry” 
and hinted that Communists might 
be deprived of protection of the law. 


The problem has been, pointed up 
by a whole series of incidents in 
which Communists were either di- 
rectly eoncerned or strongly sus- 
pected. The most recent was the 
death of the Japanese transporta- 
tion minister whose multilated body 
was found on the railroad tracks 
in the outskirte of Tokyo. It is 
believed that he was “taken for @ 
ride” and murdered in old-time 
Japanese assassination style because 
he was an agent of the govern- 
ment’s and occupation’s policy im 
dismissing surplus railway workers. 

His death,.coupled, with a series 
of actions—such as the storming 
of the Taira town police station and 
sabotage along rai! lines—has given 
rise te the belief that the Com- 
munists have chosen this time for a 
violent showdown with the opposi- 
tion. The Japanese Communist 
party ie a tightly lenit organization 
whose membership is secret, but is 
now estimated to have reached 200,- 
000. In. addition, there are abowt 
three million Communists sympa- 
thizers in Japan, as the last election

Of Train. Operation 


in Canada, more people t 
train than by any other transporta- 
tion service, and yet, only a trifling 
portion of those who use. the rail- 
ways have any conception of the 
huge costs involved in the construc- 
tion and upkeep of these lines 

Alongside the Canadian National 
Railways’ track, runs the company's 
telegraph ‘system There are ap-

’ proximately 36 poles to a mile, and 


these, along with the wire which 
they support, cost an average of 
$800.00 per mile- 

A 39-ft. rail of 100epound weight 
(100 pounds for every three feet) 
costs $50.00. Thus, one mile brings 
the price up to $18,550.00. The ties, 
which support the rails, cost $2.34 
apiece and there are approximately 
2850 ties to one mile ot track 
Spikes, which are used for fasten- 
ing the rails to the ties, are worth 
four cents each. There are 13.000 
spikes used for every mule. 

These items alone bring the cost 
per mile to $23,770.00 without tak 
ing into consideration, grading, bal- 
lasting. bridges, stations, signals, 
switches, tie plates and other ex- 
penditures which bring the total 
much higher. Nor does it include 
the cost of labour, upkeep, nor the 
original price of the land. The Can- 
adian National Railways operates 
24,178 miles of first line track. 

The upkeep. of trains is also very 
large.. For example, the C.N.R. has 
one train called “The Continental 
Limited” which operates daily be- 
tween Vancouver and Torontotoo 
tween Montreal and Vancouver and 
Toronto and Vancouver. The min- 
imum consist of this train is: l 
locomotive; 1 express Car; 1 bag- 
gage car; 2 day coaches; 1 diner; 
1 tourist car; 2 sleeping cars; 1 ob- 
servation car. Sixteen trains are 
needed to maintain this daily ser- 
vice and the cost of one such train 
is $1,481,800. Thus to operate only 
this one of its many regular ser- 
vices, the C.N.R. has to keep at 
least $23,708:800 tied up in equip- 
ment. Actually this sum is much 
higher because locomotives have to 
be changed at stated intervals and 
the length of the train often in- 
creases as cars are taken om to per- 
form local or connecting services.

Their lariats have become highly 
popular with both American and 
Canadian rodeo ropers and are 
alaimed to be the strongest rope 
in existence, yet much easier to 
handle than ropes of grass or man- 
illa. Tests have shown nylon riding 
equipment to be resistant against 
the ravages of weather, wear and 
tear of range work and the chemical 
action of horse sweat.

Mayor Albert Huot sent a telegram 
to Hon. George H. Dunbar, Ontario 
Minister of Municipal Affairs asking 
for approval of & $437,000 debenture 
issue to cover , installation of com- 
plete water and sewer services to ev- 
ery part of the town. 

Mayor Huot’s move followed re- 
ceipt of telegram from Mr. Dunbar 
Tuesday night. The telegram asked: 
“Is there anything that I can do for 
Mattawa situation?” 

(Eleven babies died here recently 
in an epidemic of dysentery.) 

Immediately Mayor Huot prepared 
a telegram asking Mr. Dunbar to 
rush approval of waterworks-sewer 
scheme submitted to the Ontario De- 
partment of Municipal Affairs last 
February. 

“I have asked Mr, Dunbar to have 
these plans approved immediately and 
get & government guarantee to back 
our debentures,” the mayor said. “In 
my telegram I asked him to rush me 
| word by wire as soon 8s possible.” 

There were two alternative plans 
for water and sewer construction on 
a smaller scale. One called for ex- 
penditure of roughly $250,009 and the 
other was estimated at $125,000. But 
Mayor Huot believes that the only 
way to do the job is to have it com- 
plete—and_ this will coat $437,000. 

Should approval be received from 
Mr. Dunbar, the Mattawa Council ts 
nrepared to award contracts and 
have work started within ten days.

It looks like a rich, translucent 
jelly; is easily made, suitable for 
young and old, and isn’t at all ex- 


pensive, especially for a family 
lucky enough to have a_ berry 
patch. So, on the chance that some 


of you will be interested, here’s a 
recipe that will serve five or six,

BLACKBERRY FLUMMERY 


2 cups blackberry juice (from 
cooked, fresh berries or canned 
berries) 

'Y% cup of sugar (if juice is un- 
sweetened) 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 

1% teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons lemon juice. | 


METHOD: Heat the berry juice 
in a double boiler. Mix sugar, corn- 
starch and salt together, then add 
to the juice, stirring until the mix- 
ture thickens. Cover and cook for 
from 15 to 20 minutes. 

Remove from stove, add lemon 
juice, beat well and pour into molds 
or a serving dish. Chill before 
serving.

MOTORIST POLL SHOWS 
SPEED AND CUTTING IN 
WORST OFFENCES 


To find out how much the average 
driver knows about avoiding. traffic 
accidents, the Department of High- 
ways, has been conducting a public 
opinion poll among drivers. 

One fact stands out: the public and 
the experts are agreed that excessive 
speed is the most dangérous action 
that drivers indulge in. The poll asks 
the question: “Which of the following 


ion, is the worst?" In the’ results, 
“Excessive Speed” headed the list of 
six bad driving faulta, with 41 per 
cent of the votes, 17 per cent more 
than any other single fault. 

This checks with official provincial 
accident statistics for last year, which 
shows “speed too fast for road or traf- 
fic conditions” as an accident factor 
one third more often than other re- 
ported violations. : 

On the other hand, the poll shows 
the experts that the public is not as 
concerned as it should be about an- 
other dangerous driving practice, 
driving on the wrong side of the road. 
Only 5 per cent of the answers of 
the poll rated “Driving on the Wrong 
Side” as the worst offence, where as 
in actual accident records, this dan- 
gerous practice ranks second in rural 
accidents and third in the combined 
figures of rural and urban accidents.

Hydro Home Economist 


Hello, Homemakers! To a small boy 
it doesn't make much difference 
whether it’s jam, jelly, a preserve or 
a conserve. He likes toast and what- 
ever goes with it. To mother the true 
flavor, the color and consistency of 
these mixtures must be just right. A 
perfect jell must be made from the 
correct proportions of pectin, acid, 
sugar and water. Fruits do not con- 
tain all these in necessary propor- 
tions. They vary, especially in the 
amounts of pectin and acid as well as 
sweetness and moisture. Only the 
juice of crabapples, sour apples, cran- 
berries, currants, gooseberries, sour 
plums and grapes have good jelly 
properties (to make other fruits into 
jelly a recipe should be followed). 
Measured quantities of sugar and ex- 
tracted juice, 3-4 cup sugar for each 
cup of juice, usually produces shim- 
mering jelly. The boiling syrup is 
tested every three minutes. When al- 
lowed to run off the edge of a metal 
spoon, two drops form and then flow 
together to form a “sheet”, the jelling 
point has been reached. Remove from 
the electric element and skim. Long- 
er boiling will produce tough jelly.

yer of windfalls, and lengthens 
your picking season by holding the 
apples on the trees until they can 
be handled properly.

Down in New Brunswick the Do- 
minion Government Experimental 


’ Station made a test, using a naph- 


thalene acetic-acid.—s preparation 
called parmone, on McIntosh ap- 
ples and other varieties. The details 
regarding the test are rather in- 


\_ feresting. 


First of all, 12 McIntosh trees 
were selected — all the same height 
and size. Six of them were treated. 
The other half dozen were left un- 
treated. Then, beginning the day 
after treatment and continuing for 
another 25 days, the windfalls were 
picked up and counted from under 
both the treated and untreated 
trees.

Figured on a basis of the per- 
centage,of the total crop that fell 
off, it became clear to the experi- 
menters that the spraying began to 
exert a real influence on the fifth 
day after treatment and remained 
eflective up to and including the 
18th day.

(That was the over-all picture, as 
the rapidity with which the ma- 
terial became effective varied con- 
siderably, ranging from two to eight 
days, and the length of time it re- 
mained effective also varied — from 
14 ‘to 25 days, depending on the 
individual tree. | imagine that over 
in Russia they have apple trees that 
always behave eactly alike, but over _ 
here they haven't yet reached such.

To get on with my apple-knock 
ing, these pre-harvest sprays have 
also been used successfully on such 
varieties as Crimson Beauty, Melba, 
Keetosh and Linton. Applied as 
goon as a few apples began to fall, 
it definitely reduced the number of 
windfalls, thereby improving the 
size, color and quality of the crop. 
The effect was so pronounced on 
some very early varicties that some 
of the apples became over-mature 
and cracked open instead of falling
